Figure 16 is a side view of a bottle cap of the kind used , for 5-gallon bottles surrounded 
by a completely shrunk sleeve.

If the combination of a partially shrunk sleeve 56b and a cap 52, of the kind shown in 
Figure 15, is provided to a bottler by a cap maker, the bottler will preferably want to complete 
the shrinking of the sleeve 56b. The step of completing the shrinking of the sleeve to the 
condition shown in Figure 16 will be done by the bottler after the cap has been put onto the 
container 52. As can be seen in Figure 16, the fully shrunk sleeve 56c grips and is in substantial 
contact with the exterior of the skirt 54, and the ends of the sleeve 56c cover the peripheral edge 
of the label 60. As such, the fully shrunk sleeve 56c. together with the label 60. substantially 
cover exterior portions of the cap 50. 
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
